320-MILE CYCLE RIDE 
FOR INJURED PLAYER 

From Cardiff 
to Paris.... to 
support Wales* 
injured Owen

TWO local men 
aim to raise funds 
for seriously 
injured Welsh 
rugby international 
Owen Williams - 
by cycling the 320 
miles from Cardiff 
to Paris. 

Matthew Lewis from 
Barry Island and James 
Donne from Canton, 
were keen to boost 
Owen’s recovery from a 
serious spinal injury 
which was sustained in 
a Blues’ club match last 
year against Asia Pacific 
Dragons. 

Owen (23) was 
initially treated in 
Singapore, before being 
flown back to Wales and 
the Welsh spinal injuries 
and neurological 
rehabilitation unit at 
Rookwood Hospital. 

James explained: 
“Matthew and I aim to 
raise funds by riding 
from Cardiff to Paris 
this summer, along with 
players, sponsors and 
friends of the Cardiff 
Blues rugby team. 

“Last June, Owen 
injured his cervical 
vertebrae and spinal 
cord and lost the 
movement in the upper 
and lower portions of 
his body. 

“Due to the excellent 
level of care he has 
received at Rookwood 
Hospital, he has 
regained good 
movement in his left 
arm and slight 
movement in his right.” 

Owen remains at the 
hospital while he 
continues his long-term 
rehabilitation and 
recovery. 

Among the Blues’ 
players taking part in 
the cycle ride will be 
Cory Allen from Barry. 

James said: “On June 
3, we will start the ride 


from ‘BT Sport Cardiff 
Arms Park’. It is 320 
miles and will take four 
days. 

“We’ll be stopping at 
various rugby clubs and 
social venues along the 
way, and will end by 
riding right up to the 
Eiffel Tower in Paris.”

‘RURAL COMMUNITIES 
NEED TO TAKE THEIR 
SHARE OF HOUSING’ 


I T is rare that I have felt the need to 
write to a newspaper about what is 
happening in the area. 

However, I feel I do need to put my point in 
response to a lot of previous NIMBY letters 
published in the paper. 

I and my family have lived in Cowbridge since

and the provision of infrastructure to mi nimise the 
impact on existing population and facilities. 

In the case of Darren Farm, the plans I have seen 
seem to reach a reasonable compromise, with the 
addition of a road between the A48 and Llantwit 
Major Road, which would remove HGV traffic 
from Cowbridge and Llyswomey at a stroke. 

If the planning authorities then ensure a junior 
school; maybe a small community shopping area; 
the relevant infrastructure in terms of drains, roads, 
etc. and ensure a range of housing is built 
(including affordable housing for local families), 
then I believe the development could be a welcome 
addition. 

The homes would bring increased spending in 
local businesses. My remaining concern would be 
the amount of traffic going to the high school; this 
problem could be simply resolved by banning all 
parents from driving their children to school in their 
4X4s. 

In addition to the removal of HGV traffic, this 
would make the roads much safer and walking to 
school would lead to healthier children and parents. 

Another possibility for car driving parents would 
be to save money on their petrol and pay for a local 
bus to pick up and return their children around the 
village, further reducing traffic. 

It is my view, that as reasonable citizens of 
Cowbridge, we should accept our responsibility for 
ensuring that our children have somewhere to live 
that is affordable, no matter what their 
circumstances. 

Furthermore, we should then put all our efforts 
into ensuring that those we vote into power on the 
local councils carry out their duties to develop the 
local area for ALL its residents, protect the 
environment, and make Cowbridge an even better 
place to live in. 

Perhaps then we will see the end of NIMB Yism 
throughout the Vale.

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Jail ‘on the cards’ for 
golfing benefit cheat 


A CHAMPION golfer who claimed he 
was severely disabled, has been convicted 
at Cardiff Crown Court of carrying out a 
£26,000 fraud. 

Department of Work and Pensions investigators 
took part in a surveillance on 56-year-old Alan 
Bannister at St Andrew’s Major Golf Club. 

It followed an anonymous tip-off. 

For eight years, Bannister had been receiving 
the higher benefit allowance for people with severe 
mobility problems. 

He said he was suffering from ankylosing 
spondylitis. 

Following the three-day trial, Bannister, a 
former mechanical engineer with no previous 
convictions, of Barry Road, Barry, was found 
guilty of obtaining money transfers by deception. 

Prosecutor Stuart McLeese said Bannister had 
made dishonest representations about the extent of 
his disability. 

“That he suffers from the illness was not in 
dispute, but he failed to record the full effects when 
filling in claim forms.” 

Bannister had claimed that he could walk only 
50 yards without experiencing severe discomfort.

and it took him at least 15 minutes. 

Thus, said Mr McLeese, at that rate, a round of 
golf was taking him 18 hours to complete, and not 
the four hours it actually took. 

Bannister told the jury that his condition varied 
and it was bad on some days, and better on others. 
He agreed he played golf frequently and had a 
handicap of 6, which indicated he was a good 
golfer. 

In the past, he said he had suffered from 
depression because of his condition. 

“Fm a fighter, and I will fight it,” he said. 

He said that in 2002 he had to give up work 
because of his illness. 

Not working, he said, devastated him. He took 
several different types of drugs and was in extreme 
pain. 

He denied that he was “a freeloader and a 
malingerer” and he denied lying when making a 
benefits claim. He also said that sometimes he 


suffered pain from his “big toe to the top of his 
head”. Never, he added, had he exaggerated his 
symptoms. 

He claimed he was encouraged to play and on 
the day he was filmed, he was in severe pain. 

“Being on the course gave me relief. I can’t 
stand being in the house.” 

He also said he went around the course on a 
“stop-start basis”. 

His counsel, David Leathley, said it was “a 
disgrace” that Bannister had been prosecuted. 

He will be sentenced on March 12 and Recorder 
David Miller said: “All the sentence options are 
open, and I have to say that prison is on the cards.” 

He was remanded on bail. 


Plaid Cymru welcomes the 
Town CounciVs tax freeze 


PLAID CYMRU 

councillors on Barry Town 
Council have welcomed the 
council’s decision not to 
increase council tax on 
Barry householders in 
their 2015/16 budget. 

At a special meeting on 
Monday night, the council agreed 


to increase their precept by 
around £14,000 to £968,000 but 
the increase in housing in Barry 
means that a Band D property will 
still pay £51.29 - the same as the 
year just gone. 

Plaid Cymru leader on Barry 
Town Council, Coun Shirley 
Hodges, welcomed the decision: 
“This is the third year that Plaid 
Cymru has voted not to increase 


council tax through Barry Town 
Council’s precept - but the first 
time that this has been agreed by 
Labour. 

“We believe that Barry Town 
Council has substantial reserves 
and income and therefore we 
don’t need to increase the amount 
of council tax that taxpayers 
contribute to its running.”

The people of 
Barry have been let 
down by Barry Town 
Council planning 
members’ inability to 
organise themselves and 
turn up to meetings.

Platform progressing well 


WORK is progressing well on 
the construction of the viewing 
platform at Penarth Head 
Park, according to a Vale 
Council spokesman. 

The Park offers spectacular views 
across the Bristol Channel towards the 
Devon coastline, Flatholm, Steepholm 
and Penarth pier. The viewing platform 
also has ramped access to assist 
disabled users.

Plea for councillors 
to think about how 
sports funding should 
he allocated locally 


The allocation of 
over £500,000 for 
the development of 
sports facilities is a 
golden opportunity 
for the Vale Council 
to secure the future 
of children’s 

participation in 
football, say co¬ 
ordinators of the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Football League. 

They told The GEM 
that council sports 
money must benefit the 
whole community not 
just Jenner Park, and 
want the council to think 
carefully before 

allocating the money. 

League organisers say 
that councillors have 
quoted a list of current 
multi-court venues, but 
say that some of the 
locations are dangerous, 
with poor access, little 
parking provision and 
too small for junior 
football. 

Over 1,000 children 
participate weekly 
across the mini and 
junior football leagues in 
the Vale, and the 
organisers claim that all- 
weather 3G facilities 
would help sustain 
participation of children 
across all ages and 
abilities. 

Wes Drew, one of the 
league co-ordinators, 
said: “This isn’t just 
about helping the best 


kids develop. Football 
helps children of all 
abilities develop in 
many ways beyond the 
pitch. 

“We have had kids 
with disabilities - who 
would get bullied and 
suffer in school - come 
through our teams and 
develop the confidence 
to take on the challenges 
in their lives. But we 
need the facilities to 
make this happen.” 

The mini leagues 
suffered a nine week 
layoff over the winter 
period, with games 
being called off due to 
unplayable pitches. 

Lee Saunders, another 
league co-ordinator, 
said: “The council talks 
a lot about stopping 
bullying, tackling 
childhood obesity, and 
helping sports clubs to 
flourish. 

“If they are going to 
act on these aims then 
money for facilities like 
this needs to go towards 
the community at large, 
and not just one venue 
where community use 
would be limited to 
athletics, Welsh league 
games and training. 

“The decision they 
have to make is whether 
they want to help the 
1,000 or more 
children/adults who play 
in the Vale league or 
have a stadium that will 
be rarely accessible to 
grassroots clubs.” 

Derek Evans, the 


coach at Rhoose 
Athletic, added: “The 
need for a football hub at 
Barry Sports Centre is 
key for the growth of 
football in the area. At 
present, with nearly a 
two month lay-off 
through bad weather and 
unplayable pitches, we 
are losing children to the 
console generation due 
to lack of games.” 

The organisers are 
calling on the council to 
use the money for new 
3G pitches and facilities 
in Colcot, allowing one 
of the most deprived 
areas in the Vale to have 
a place for people across 
the county to come 
together and participate 
in local sports.

‘Kick rugby touts 
out of play’ - CALL 


WITH the Rugby Six Nations 
tournament under way. Labour’s 
candidate for the Vale, Chris 
Elmore, has called on the 
Government to drop their 
opposition to tackling ticket 
touting. 

“The Six Nations is one of the most 
exciting tournaments in sport and here 
in Wales, international rugby is part of 
our national identity. 

“With some tickets being 
advertised by touts for as much as 35 
times their original value, ordinary 
fans are being priced out of the game 
we all love,” he pointed out. 

“The Culture Secretary says he 


“has no problem” with rip-off ticket 
prices. Last month, his Government 
refused point blank to clamp down on 
such abuses. 

“Labour is backing the changes and 
the ‘put fans first’ campaign. It’s time 
we kicked the touts into touch and 
made sure that regular fans have 
access to tickets for some of our 
greatest sporting events.” 

The House of Lords will debate this 
issue again in the Consumer Rights 
Bill on February 24. However, at 
present, the Government continues to 
oppose action on touting and no new 
proposals have been published to 
date, Mr Elmore added. 


Vale Council to 
charge for ‘bulky 
items’ collection 


IN a move that it says brings it 
into line with other Welsh 
councils, the Vale Council said 
it can no longer provide bulky 
item waste collections free of 
charge to all customers. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Currently every authority in Wales, 
except the Isle of Anglesey, levy 
charges for bulky item collections, and 
while the Vale’s scheme will be 
different to most others, in that it will 
offer concessions for those who are 
less able to pay, charges are scheduled 
to be introduced from April 1 this 
year.” 

Bulky item collections will be 
charged at £15 for up to three items, 
with each additional item charged at 
£5, up to a maximum of five items. 

Residents will still be able to take 
bulky household items to either of the 
council’s two household waste 
recycling centres free of charge. 

Residents who are eligible for a 
concession will receive two free 
collections of up to six items in any 
one year. 

Charges are also to be introduced to 
cover the costs of the provision or 
replacement of recycling boxes and 
caddies, similar to those currently in 
place for reusable green and blue bags. 

Also, in an effort to both limit the 
amount of food wasted and to recover 
the costs of any bags being used for 
dog fouling, charges will be introduced 
for additional kitchen waste bags, over 
an appropriate free allocation per 
week, and dog waste bags. 

Residents who take part in the 
kerbside food waste recycling scheme 
will be issued with rolls of bags 


sufficient to permit the waste from 
three full kitchen caddies to be 
recycled per week. Additional bags 
will be available by the roll at a price 
equivalent to 4p per bag. 

The council’s blue dog bags will be 
charged at £1 for 50. 

To help address incidences of higher 
than average use of the council’s 
household waste recycling facilities at 
Barry and Llandow, £15 permits are to 
be introduced for vans and trailers 
using the sites. This is similar to the 
arrangements in place at many other 
local authorities and still provides 
excellent value for money when 
compared to other alternatives such as 
the hire of skips, said a council 
spokesman. 

The measures agreed by cabinet are 
estimated to save the council almost 
£270,000 per annum. 

However, for Plaid Cymru, Coun 
Ian Johnson argued that it could be a 
false economy. 

He said: “As a local councillor in a 
busy town centre, I regularly contact 
the Vale’s visible services department 
to report rubbish that has been dumped 
on street comers or in back lanes, and 
they answer as quickly as possible to 
remove them. 

“I’m worried that introducing a 
charge for household furniture 
collection, such as sofas, fridges and 
the like, could take us in the wrong 
direction if a minority of people decide 
it is easier and cheaper to dump them 
rather than pay this £15 charge. 

“If this policy makes the streets less 
tidy and still costs the council to 
remove them, then these charges will 
be a waste of time for the council.”

FAIRGROUND BOOST 
FOR BARRY ISLAND 


G em readers will be 
aware of the priority 
to regenerate Barry 

Island. 

It is a fantastic resort that 
deserves to be revitalised. It once 
attracted quarter of a million 
visitors a day at its peak at the turn 
of the last century. A new 
fairground facility is within our 
grasp. 

The Island has a magnificent 
natural resource and a number of 
small businesses that provide 
leisure, catering and amusements to 
many visitors. A major new 
attraction would provide a welcome 
boost to all concerned. 

I have been working with the 
landowner for many months and 
am delighted that Britain’s most 
respected showman, Henry Banter, 
is keen to invest in Barry. He wants 
to build a new year round facility 
on Barry Island.

I am doing all possible to help 
facilitate an agreement between the 
Barry Island ftoperty Company 
and Henry Banter. If there is ever a 
time when an arrangement can be 
won, it is now. The economy is 
ing strongly, people’s 





spending power is increasing and 
all indicators suggest that the public 
are ready to spend more money on 
leisure over the coming years. 

The relevant authorities also have a 
major part to play. 

As part of the discussions with 
the local community, I was anxious 
that local interest groups express a 
view. Representatives of Focus 
Barry and Pride in Barry have 
attended a number of meetings with 
both the developer and fairground 
operator.

Grazing in 
coastal field at 
Cwm Colhuw 
Nature Reserve 


THE Wildlife Trust 
of South and West 
Wales’ Cwm 
Colhuw Nature 
Reserve, lying 1km 
southwest of 
Llantwit Major, is a 
mix of grassland 
and coastal scrub 
offering a refuge 
for wildlife that 
struggles to cling on 
in areas of 
intensively farmed 
habitat. 

The grassland habitat 
is particularly unusual in 
that it is relatively 
undisturbed. In fact, it 
has suffered from a lack 
of management in recent 
years, becoming 
dominated by tussocky 
grasses which shade out 
more delicate flowering 
plants. 

Bue to the location of 
the site, it is difficult to 
get hay-making 
machinery up there to 
manage the grassland, so 
in recent years ponies 
have been doing a good 
job grazing the inland 
field, with colourful 
waxcap fungi emerging 
along with more 
flowering plants than 
previously. 

The coastal field has 
not, until now, been 


grazed, due to the 
inability to keep ponies 
enclosed there. Because 
of the site’s status as a 
scheduled ancient 
monument, Cadw’s 
permission has to be 
sought before the 
installation of new 
infrastructure, such as 
gates and fenceposts. 

This permission has 
now been received and 
at the start of February 
work began on installing 
a new gate at the 
entrance to the coastal 
field which will allow 
ponies to be moved into 
the field in the next few 
weeks. 

There will only be a 
few animals and they are 
friendly, but we do 
advise walkers entering 
the field to keep their 
dogs under control as 
there is a small risk that 
loose dogs could cause 
the ponies to panic. 

Hopefully, the action 
of the ponies grazing 
will enhance visitors’ 
enjoyment of the nature 
reserve while also 
improving the 
biodiversity status of the 
site.

created. Ultimately, the 
people of the Vale want 
to know who is going to 
be running their services 
now and in the future. 

“We were told by the 
Welsh Labour 
Government that local 
government 
reorganisation was the 
key to delivering 
modem services across 
Wales more efficiently. 
At a time when budgets 
are stretched and many 
services are at risk, this 
is the time for strong 
leadership from Labour 
in Cardiff Bay.”

Turning derelict 
houses into 
homes gets boost 

A SCHEME to help the number of empty 


turn 1,115 empty

and inhabitable 
properties back into use. 

A recent report 
showed an increase in 


private sector properties 
brought back into use 
across Wales. To date, 
4,471 empty and run¬ 
down properties have 
been turned into homes 
so far this Assembly 
term, only 529 short of 
the Welsh Government’s 
ambitious 5,000 target 
for the whole term, 
which runs until May 
2016. Houses into 
Homes has played a big 
part in helping to 
achieve this. 

National strategic 
indicators show that 
1,115 empty private 
sector properties in 
Cardiff, the Vale, 
Bridgend, RCT and 
Merthyr, have been 
turned into homes so far 
during this Assembly 
term - Vale 460, 
Bridgend 146, RCT 216, 
Cardiff 210, and 
Merthyr 83. 


Nigel Preece (58) of Pyle, Bridgend, was 
unloading steel coils from a flatbed trailer when he 
fell 1.3 metres, sustaining two broken legs. 

Mr Preece’s employer, Briton Ferry Stevedoring, 
appeared before Swansea Magistrates on February 4 
in a prosecution brought by the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) following the incident. 

The court heard that Mr Preece had to stand on the 
trailer and feed a lifting strap through the centre of 
the coils so they could be taken off the vehicle. After 
lifting a coil, he replaced the loose board on the 
trailer floor which covered the well used to hold the 
coil in place during transport. 

On this occasion, the board was not properly 
placed and when Mr Preece stood on it, the board 
moved causing him to lose his balance and fall off 
the trailer, breaking both his legs above the knee. 

He had to undergo a 10-and-a-half hour operation 
and was treated in intensive care for one week. He 
was unable to walk for three months without 
support, and it was six months before he could walk 
unaided. 

An investigation by HSE found the company had 
failed to make sure the work was carried out safely, 
or that there were measures in place to prevent or 
reduce the effects of any fall. 

Briton Ferry Stevedoring Ltd of Giants Wharf, 
Briton Ferry, pleaded guilty to breaching Section 
2(1) of the Health and Safety at Work Act 1974 and 
was fined £13,000 and ordered to pay costs of 
£1,497. 

HSE Inspector, Steve Richardson, speaking after 
the hearing, said; “Mr Preece suffered extreme pain 
and serious injuries and could have lost his life, 
because his employer did not take simple measures 
to plan, manage or control the work he was asked to 
carry out. 

“Falls from height are the biggest cause of 
workplace deaths and there is no excuse for 
employers failing to safeguard workers who have to 
work at height.”

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Senedd votes to stop 
fracking - if it gets 
the power to do so! 


LAST week, the Welsh Government 
backed a Plaid Cymru proposal to 
declare a moratorium on fracking - but 
it will have no force until Wales gets the 
necessary power devolved from 
Westminster. 

The Plaid Cymru candidate for the Vale, Coun 
Ian Johnson, welcomed the vote in the Senedd,

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which was 37-16 in favour. The moratorium would 
enable concerns over the technique’s safety to be 
examined. 

The Vale has been at the heart of debates about 
the safety and ethics of hydraulic fracturing, or 
‘fracking’, since early 2011 when plans were put 
forward for test drilling in Llandow. 

Since then, other plans have also been made to 
drill near the village of Llantrithyd. 

Coun Johnson said: “The next step is that we 
must ensure the Welsh Government has the powers 
to carry out this policy, because those powers are 
apparently still with the government in 
Westminster”. 

He added: “I would much rather that we 
invested in clean, green renewables rather than 
fossil fuels like the shale gas that comes from 
fracking”. 

The Welsh Liberal Democrats supported the 
move, and are calling on the Welsh Government to 
issue a new Technical Advice Note (TAN) to set out 
the environmental and health standards expected of 
fracking operations, enabling local planning 
authorities to reject applications for fracking 
unless it is proven safe to do so. 

Eluned Parrott, Welsh Liberal Democrat 
Assembly Member for South Wales Central said: 
“The environmental and health risks of fracking 
cannot be ignored, and the scientific evidence to 
show that fracking is safe simply does not exist. 

“Furthermore, it seems likely that shale gas 
extraction would increase both short and long-term 
greenhouse gas emission rates and, in the context 
of climate change, this makes it unjustifiable. 

“With the number of test drilling sites already 
approved in the Vale of Glamorgan and RCT, it is 
important that the Welsh Government is proactive 
on this issue”. 

Unsurprisingly, after the Senedd voted, the 
Wales Green Party said in a statement that a vote 
for the Greens in forthcoming elections would be a 
vote against fracking, permanently in Wales.

However, Oyelowo’s 
latest role sees him essay 
Martin Luther King in 
Selma, which tells the 
story of how King’s 
intention to march in 
1965 from the titular 
town to Montgomery, 
Alabama, in a bid to 
secure equal voting 
rights, with King and his 
followers acting in the 
face of opposition both 
verbal and physical... 

Much has been made 
of Selma’s alleged snub 
at this year’s Academy 
Awards, the film 
receiving only a best 
picture nomination to go 
with a nod in the best 
song category, with 
detractors claiming it’s a 
symbol that Oscar voters 
(many of whom are 
white and with an 
average age of 63) are 
out of touch - nothing 


new there then. 

Conspiracy theories 
aside, it is puzzling there 
wasn’t more love shown 
as Selma is a moving, 
heartbreaking and 
uplifting piece of work 
that tells the tale of a 
vital tipping point in 
American history 
exceedingly well. 

There is always a 
danger of true-life tales 
taking a set point of 
view without looking 
outside its bubble (the 
more Oscar-lauded 
American Sniper for 
example), but Selma’s 
strength is digging 
beneath the fact and 
history and throwing us 
into the reality of the 
situation; several times 
the emotional impact of 
what you see on screen 
is amplified only 
seconds later with the 
knowledge that these 
events actually took 
place. 

The ace card comes 
from David Oyelowo, 
whose performance as 
Martin Luther King is 
absolutely mesmerising. 
It would be easy to 
simply play the icon, the 
man who held audiences 
rapt as he eulogised 
about a world of 
equality, yet while 
Oyelowo thoroughly 
convinces in these big 
speeches, it’s in the

quieter moments 
(consoling a grandfather 
whose son has been a 
fatal victim of King’s 
dream for example) that 
he really shines. 

While the film bathes 
King in a heroic light, 
there are hints around 
the edges, subtly 
introduced, that he is 
simply just a man with 
the foibles and 
weaknesses that come 
with it - a late-night 
confession to his wife, 
doubt that what he is 
trying to do will actually 
work - and the cost, 
both mental and 
physical, that his course 
of action will have. 

Oyelowo’s ability to 
dig below the surface of 
King is what gives the 
film its propulsion, the 
actor investing 
everything and it’s clear 
through the performance 
just how ingrained 
Oyelowo is in nailing 
the man behind the 
myth. 

It’s Oyelowo’s second 
time working with 
director Ava DuVernay 
(they are set to team a 
third time for a film 
about the aftermath of 
Hurricane Katrina), and 
already the pair seem to 
have developed a 
shorthand together that 
works well. 

DuVemay’s camera 
captures the tone and 
tensions of the times 
perfectly, but is never far 
away from Oyelowo; a 


critique is that when 
Oyelowo is offscreen, 
the material feels like 
it’s playing a little too 
much to type, but this is 
an impressive directorial 
outing for DuVemay. 

Surrounding Oyelowo 
are fine turns from the 
likes of Oprah Winfrey, 
Tim Roth and Tom 
Wilkinson; the former 
acting as the tipping 
point as her dreams of 
being able to vote are 
cruelly denied, while the 
latter pair, as the 
Alabama governor, and 
president Lyndon 
Johnson respectively, 
could so easily have 
played the oppressive 
white man roles (despite 
in reality Johnson’s 
contribution to civil 
rights) but the script by 
Paul Webb thankfully 
offers them some light 
and shade, with 
Giovanni Ribisi’s small 
role as Johnson’s adviser 
a nice counterpoint. 

As ever with films of 
this ilk, and as touched 
upon earlier, while 
Selma offers a little 
more roundedness than 
some true life stories, 
there are still elements 
that are glossed over; but 
when a film is as 
powerful and as moving 
as this one, you are more 
than prepared to accept 
these shortcomings. 

VERDICT: An 
emotional and engaging 
snapshot of a moment in 
history, Ava DuVernay’s 
Selma manages to 
jettison historical 
stuffiness for a film that 
is heartbreaking and 
uplifting. It’s well done 
across the board, but 
David Oyelowo’s 
mesmeric (and sadly 
unrewarded) turn as 
Martin Luther King is 
the fuel that makes this 
fire ignite. Highly 
recommended.

Bridge talks progress 
as closure time is cut 


AS a result of the recent furore over plans 
to close the railway bridge at Ewenny for 
five months, a series of meetings has been 
taking place, yielding a promise by 
Network Rail to cut the closure time by 

Sainsbury’s 
comments on 
local plans 


FOLLOWING a 
recent letter in The 
GEM, where a reader 
stated that 

Sainsbury’s would not 
be opening in Llantwit 
Major, the 

supermarket giant has 
written to clarify the 
situation. 

A Sainsbury's 

spokesperson said: “We 
held a public 
consultation in spring 
2014, where we said we 
were exploring options 
for a small store to serve 
the town, proposing a site 
on land at Bridge House 
Farm, Llanmaes. 

“A large number of 
residents were supportive 
of a new foodstore 
coming to the town, but 
not at this particular site. 

“We listened to this 
feedback and held further 
discussions with local 
stakeholders to 


understand their 

concerns in more detail. 
We remain committed to 
bringing forward a new 
Sainsbury’s in the area 
and are reviewing our 
options as how to best do 
this. 

“We appreciate this 
delay will be frustrating, 
but we hope to be able to 
update the local 
community in the 
coming months”. 

However, total clarity 
is not quite there yet. The 
GEM asked one question, 
which was: “Can you 
confirm that Sainsbury’s 
has no interest in 
developing the Llanmaes 
site?” 

The response was as 
follows: “We’re 
reviewing our options 
currently. When we can 
provide more detail, we 
will”.

Both Vale AM Jane Hutt and Vale MP Alun 
Cairns have been regulars at the offices of Network 
Rail, after local businesses in St Bride’s Major said 
that losing passing trade for such a time would 
severely damage them. 

On Friday, February 6, Ms Hutt held a meeting 
with Dylan Bowen, Head of Public Affairs at 
Network Rail, to discuss the issue. 

Alun Cairns also reported: “In the past week I 
have had held two very constructive meetings with 
Network Rail and contractors”. 

After the meetings, it was announced that the 
construction time had been cut from five months to 
just over three. 

The project is now scheduled to start in early 
March, and finish in June. 

Mark Lewis, who is the landlord of the Fox and 
Hounds in St Bride’s Major, told The GEM: “Any 
reduction in the amount of time that the bridge is 
closed is a help, but we are still waiting to have a 
conversation about compensation for the lost trade.” 

Alun Cairns said: “I am pleased that Network Rail 
has listened to my concerns on behalf of the 
community and has looked again in depth at how the 
new bridge project can go ahead. 

“A significant reduction in the timescales is now 
realistic, and I will keep the pressure on Network 
Rail to identify further opportunities to shorten the 
project timings”. 

He added “Everyone recognises the need for a 
new bridge, and following our meetings, I am 
grateful to Network Rail for taking the concerns of 
the community seriously and acting.” 

Jane Hutt said: “I am writing to Wales and West 
utilities to urge them to divert their power lines 
alongside these works - as BT has agreed to do. 

“I have also asked for clear signs to be provided at 
the entrance to the village to say that it’s ‘business as 
usual’ for the local shop, pub and hair salon and 
well-marked signage about diversionary tactics for 
lorries during the period of closure.”

YOU MADE YOUR WILL YET?’ 


E very adult in the 
UK should consider 
making a Will, and 
here are some of the 
reasons why: 

• Without a Will, the state 
directs who inherits your estate, so 
the people you wish to benefit may 
get nothing. 

• Without a Will, if you are 
married, you may think that your 
estate will pass to your spouse in 
any event, but this is not 
necessarily the case. 

• If you are not married to your 
partner, the law does not 
automatically recognise partners as 
having the same rights as 


husbands, wives and civil partners, 
and your partner may get nothing. 

• If you have children, there 
may be uncertainty about who will 
look after or provide for them, 
should you die. 

• Certain people could make a 
claim on your estate if you have 
no WiU, because they may depend 
upon you financially. 

• Inheritance tax issues may 
arise if not addressed in your Will. 

Wills should be kept up to date 
and renewed upon any change of 
circumstances; for example, 
marriage, divorce, separation, 
death of a loved one, or upon 
having a child. 

Excluding certain beneficiaries 


in your Will may also cause 
potential difficulties as they may 
have the right to make a claim 
against your estate. Special care is 
needed if you exclude persons 
who might expect to benefit under 
your Will. 

Ensure that you have a Will in 
place and that it is up to date to 
avoid any undesired consequences 
and complications.

The real reason for recycling closures’ 


T he Vale of Glamorgan 
Council has recently 
closed a number of 
recycling centres in Barry, 
because of so-called ‘fly 
tipping and abuse’. 

This reasoning is disingenuous, 
to say the least. As an assiduous 
recycler, I used three of these 
sites on a regular basis - at the 
Waitrose supermarket, the 
Waterfront close to the Halford’s 
store and alongside the 


Gladstone Road roundabout near 
the police station. Any ‘fly¬ 
tipping and abuse’ was marginal. 

My interpretation of ‘fly- 
tipping’ is the dumping of 
furniture, mattresses, builders’ 
rubble, television sets, fridges, 
cookers and other large items that 
should be disposed of at the 
council’s waste amenity site. 

I cannot recall any of the 
preceding items being offloaded 
at the sites I used. In my view. 


the real reason for closure was 
staggeringly simple: the bins 
were not emptied frequently 
enough and thus became 
overwhelmed and unsightly. 

The council should be more 
honest and admit their failure to 
manage the sites properly. 

Rather, they offer spurious 
explanations, blaming local 
people.

Reorganisation 
for local schools? 


A proposed £35million 
transformation of a 
number of schools in 
Barry will be considered 
by Vale of Glamorgan 
councillors on February 
23. 

Proposals include the creation 
of a flagship English-medium 
mixed sex secondary school, 
comprising an upper and lower 
school building, on the current 
sites of Barry Comprehensive 
and Ysgol Bro Morgannwg. 

The Vale’s Welsh-medium 
secondary school, along with its 
primary counterpart Ysgol Nant 
Talwg, would then be moved to 
the site of Bryn Hafren School, 
with a brand new primary school 
building installed on the site. 


The Vale Council said a 
public consultation in 2013 
showed strong support from 
parents and young people for a 
co-educational school to replace 
the current single sex secondary 
schools. Following the 
consultation a feasibility study 
was carried out. 

The planned investment 
would see over £18m committed 
to improving the new mixed 
comprehensive school buildings 
and nearly £17m spent on 
renovations and the creation of 
new buildings for Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg as part of the Welsh 
Government’s Twenty-first 
Century Schools programme. 

Carole Tyley, the chair of 
governors at Bryn Hafren, 
commented: “All of our pupils 
start their learning in mixed 


primary schools and after 
leaving Bryn Hafren, most 
continue their learning in co¬ 
educational colleges and 
universities. We are one of the 
last single sex schools in the 
country and I think the time has 
come for a change.” 

Kath Beaudette, the chair of 
governors at Barry 
Comprehensive, added: “I 
welcome the development of 
proposals that will see major 
investment in school buildings 
in the town. 

“With recent investment in 
secondary education in 
Cowbridge and Penarth, and 
plans in place for Llantwit 
Major, it is time that Barry’s 
children and young people also 
benefitted.”

‘End hunger 
in UK’ call to 
Government 


A CALL to the UK 
Government by 
Ogmore MP , Huw 
Irranca-Davies, 
challenges it to end 
hunger in the UK. 

During the recent 
Department for Pood, 
Parming and Rural 
Affairs questions, Mr 
Irranca-Davies stated 
that there is no shortage 
of food in the UK but that 
the country still faces a 
hunger crisis. 

He said: “In the UK, 
around one million 
people rely on 
emergency food aid to 
feed themselves and their 
families. Of this number, 
over 35,000 live in 
Wales. 

“In recent years, this 
number has dramatically 
increased; with the 
Trussell Trust, the UK’s 
largest food bank 
network, reporting that in 
the last six months alone 
of 2014 there was a 40 
per cent increase in the 
number of people 
needing food aid. 

“Despite this growing 
problem successive 
Conservative and Liberal 


Democrat Ministers have 
refused to take 
responsibility and work 
towards a solution for the 
growing number of 
working poor and 
vulnerable people reliant 
on emergency food aid.” 

He went on: “What we 
know from facts and 
figures is mirrored in our 
own communities. In the 
past five years, the 
number of people who 
need food aid to feed 
their families has 
dramatically increased. 

“While the work, 
dedication and 

compassion of people 
like the volunteers at the 
Bridgend Pood Bank is 
incredible, a longer term 
solution is needed. 

“Until we have a 
Government which is 
serious about tackling 
poverty and low pay, I 
fear people will continue 
to be unable to put food 
on the table for their 
children and their 
families. 

“These are our friends 
and our families and it is 
not good enough that this 
Government is letting 
them down.”

E ven now, almost a week later, the 
shock waves following the 16-21 
humbling by an injury-hit, 
revamped England side, continue to be 
felt, as a shaken Welsh squad now have 
to steel themselves for their next big 
test - against a resurgent Scottish side at 
Murrayfield on Sunday. 

While the steadily-improving Scots can take 
heart from a spirited display against France 
in their Six Nations opening game in Paris - 
despite going down 15-8 - in contrast, the 
Wales team can only look hack with a shudder 
on an insipid performance that was 
unrecognisable from the heroics of two years 
ago - when they crushed a far more 
formidable Grand Slam-hunting England side 
30-3. 

On Friday evening, in a hyped-up, expectant 
Millennium Stadium and facing far less 
experienced opponents, several of whom were 
being thrust into the heat of battle in the 
intimidating Cardiff atmosphere for the first 
time, a settled, injury-free home team packed 
with British Lions were clear pre-match 
favourites. 

They were widely expected to again 
steamroller the men in white, as the first step 
towards a possible fourth Grand Slam in nine 
years, before taking on the rugby world later 
this year. 

Not for the first time, though, the heavy 
weight of expectation may well have been part 
of Wales’ downfall, for it does not rest lightly 
on shoulders that historically seem more at 
ease with the tag of underdogs than 
favourites - and have long struggled to attain 
the kind of consistency and ingrained self- 
assurance exuded by the likes of world 
champions New Zealand, for example. 

How else to explain the Welsh camp’s 
dismal failure to rise to the occasion and seize 


such a golden opportunity to lay down an 
early marker - instead of handing the 
psychological initiative to age-old rivals they 
will next face at the Rugby World Cup in 
Twickenham in September? 

Most vexing of all for head coach and Kiwi, 
Warren Gatland, was surely the abysmal 
second half display, which fell well below the 
standards set since his tenure began in 2008, 
which has included three Six Nations 
championships and a World Cup semi final in 
2011. 

Yet it had all begun so promisingly when 
Wales went ahead barely a minute from the 
kick-off, with a penalty by Leigh Halfpenny, 
and then Dragons No 8, Taulupe Faletau, 
broke away from an unstable attacking scrum 
and passed to scrum half Rhys Webb, who 
broke through a defensive gap for a try 
converted by Halfpenny, to give Wales a 10-0 
lead after seven minutes. 

Home joy was short-lived, however, as 
England hit back almost immediately with an 
inventive try of their own, after Mike Brown 
had delivered a neat grubber kick enabling 
right wing Anthony Watson to touch down 
unopposed - impressive outside half George 
Ford’s conversion attempt hitting an 
upright - to halve the Welsh lead. 

Up then stepped ‘Mr Reliable’, Leigh 
Halfpenny to land a monster 45-yard penalty 
and remind the opposition not to infringe 
anywhere in the field - but in fact it was the 
home team that offended, and this time Ford 
made no mistake to narrow the points margin 
to 13-8. 

Liam Williams (who some felt should have 
had a starting spot) came on briefly after wing 
George North was injured and immediately 
injected the energy and pace that had been 
woefully lacking; and after Halfpenny had 
uncharacteristically missed with a penalty 
attempt, outside half Dan Biggar slotted over 
a snap drop goal, to make the halftime score 


16-8. It seemed a promising enough platform 
to build on, but little did anyone in the crowd 
know then that Wales would fail to score 
again in a truly dire second half, during which 
their set piece troubles would mount and they 
would be out-thought and out-fought in all 
departments. 

Indeed, it took the increasingly confident 
and far more inventive, attack-minded visitors 
only four minutes to narrow the margin to one 
point with a try by impressive centre 
Jonathan Joseph, converted by his Bath team 
mate. Ford. 

Wales fell foul of the French referee yet 
again, and were fortunate that Ford missed 
with a second penalty attempt. But when 
Welsh wing Alex Cuthbert was yellow-carded, 
the former made no mistake and after an 
English try was disallowed, it was the outside 
half who applied the inevitable coup de grace 
with the decisive penalty that made the final 
score 16-21. 

Little wonder that a grim-faced Gatland 
apparently had little to say to his charges in 
the dressing room afterwards - his silence was 
enough. 

To the media he was a little more 
forthcoming, singling out individual errors 
and defending a limited game plan that placed 
an undue emphasis on tactical kicking deep 
into space, rather than retaining good 
possession and putting the untried English 
defence to the test with ball in hand. 

Unlike their opponents, they failed to launch 
a single threequarter movement of any note. 

“Wc wanted to use the kicking game as an 
attacking weapon,^' he explained, adding that 
it was the way of the modern game. 

However...“a^ this level, you have got to be 
accurateP he said ruefully, referring to the 
plethora of ill-placed kicks that were easily 
dealt with and all too often enabled England 
to launch counter attacks that immediately 
put Wales on the back foot. 


Gatland did not feel that England were 
^^massively depleted’', arguing that they 
enjoyed strength in depth and that ^^the 
players who came in did a massive job for 
them”. 

Even so, he must have been dismayed at the 
tame second half surrender of seasoned troops 
to a mixed force containing relatively raw 
international recruits. 

It was a comprehensive defeat and it will be 
fascinating to see how the Welsh camp 
respond to a setback that could have 
implications far beyond the result, not only 
for their 2015 Six Nations hopes, but the 
World Cup campaign, and even the continued 
recovery of Welsh rugby itself. 

The pressure is now on and Edinburgh this 
Sunday has suddenly assumed a much greater 
significance as the squad seek to get back on a 
winning track. There is no doubt it can be 
done - but this really is now a must-win game. 

No wonder all eyes were on Gotland's team 
announcement yesterday - Liam Williams the 
only change, replacing George North.
